WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) The campaign is on 
in Virginia with an administration can- 
didate in Congressman O’Ferrall for 
Governor on the Democratic ticket, 
standing on the Chicago platform as'to 
silver, and E. R. Cocke on the Populist 
ticket for the same office on the free- 
silver platform. The Populist mem- 
bers of Congress are encouraged over 
the financial fight.so far, and propose 
to give the Populists of Virginia all 
the help possible in the way of speak- 
ers.

FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS. ~~ 
EXTRA SESSION 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.—(By the As- 


sociated Press.) SENATE. — When 
the Senate convened this morn- 
ing Senator Wolcott of Colo- 
rado presented a_ petition which, 


he said, was signed by every businéss 
man in Durango, Colo., praying for the 
repeal of the McKinley bill. He said 
the petition was on a blank form, 
sent out by the banks for the repeal 
the Sherman act. The signers had 

erased the words “purchasing clause of 
the Sherman act” and had inserted in 
lieu thereof the title of the McKinley 
bill. This Statement excited laughter 
among the Republican Senators. 

Senator Wolcott also submitted reso- 
lutions directing the Secretary of the 
Treasury to inform the Senate what 
sums had been paid as bounties on 
maple sugar under the law of October 
19, 1890, since the passage of the act, 
showing the States in which the pay- 
ments were made. Senator Gailinger 
of North Dakota suggested that the 
resolution be modified to, include all 
sugars. Senator Wolcott replied in an 
acriminious tone that he was able to 
prepare his own resolutions. (Laugh- 
ter.) The resolution was agreed to. 

Senator White of California sub- 
mitted a resolytion directing the Sec- 
retary of the easury to inform the 
Senate to what extent appropriations 
heretofore made for the enforcement 
of the Chinese Exclusion Act had been 
expended, what portion of the funds 
Was now available and whether, in his 
opinion, further appropriations were 
necessary to carry out the provisions of 
the bill, and what amount would be 
required for the current fiscal year. 
Resolutions were reported from the 
Committee on Contingent Expenses, al- 
lowing the claimants for Senatorial 
seats appointed by the Governors of 
Montana, Wyoming and Washington 
compensation for the time spent and 
the expenses incurred in prosecuting 
their claims. Objection being made, 
the resolutions went over until tomor- 
row.

THE SEIGNIORAGE. | 
Report That Secretary Carlisle Wishes to 
Coin It. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 7.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) The Inter Ocean's 
Washington special says a most extra- 
ordinary rumor is current there, to the 
effect that Secretary Carlisle contem- 
pletes coining the seigniorage without 
any authority from Congress under the 
general power which he claims was 
conferred upon him to coin os and 
silver. 

The seigniorage in the treasury 
amounts to about $51,000,000. The Sec- 
retary is very urgent to do this, and 
it seems to be the opinion that he will 
venture it. unless the President shall 
disapprove of it, without waiting for 
any affirmative action from Congress. 
The Secretary needs the money, be- 
cause the customs receipts are falling 
off.

INDIANAPOLIS, Sept. 7—(By the 
Associated Press.) Many of the vete- 
rans have already gone, and all out- 
going trains are loaded. A large num- 
ber, however, remained to witness the 
grand pageant of tonight, represent- 
ing military history, consisting of 
tableaux and fireworks. The national 
bodies of the G.A.R. resumed ses- 
sions this morning. 

The committee on the address of the 
commander-in-chief presented a_ re- 
port indorsing it in every particular, 
and added that the Grand Army of 
the Republic has no objection to the 
search-light of investigation being 
turned upon the pension list of the 
nation’s roll of honor, but it does de- 
mand that it shall be the search-light 
of love for and not hatred toward the 
brave men who bore the brunt of bat- 
tle, or their widows or orphans. 

The committee to devise ways and 
means for erecting a monument to the 
rank and file of the Union army at 
Washington, approved the organiza- 
tion which came into existence at the 
last encampment, having the same end 
in view. This is known as the Na- 
tional Reunion Monumental Associa- 
tion of Washington city. 

Rev. A. B. Hendricks of West Liberty 
was unanimously elected chaplain-in- 
chief. 

The Committee on Pensions presented 
a lengthy report regarding the dis- 
ability act of June, 1890, and the re- 
cent suspensions. The report says that 
the act was accepted by the surviving 


as a settlement of the question. Under 
the administration of that law the 
poorhouse gave up its veterans. He 
who had borne the battle was cared 
for, and the most sacred trust ac- 
cepted and left as a legacy to the 
nation was faithfully administered. 

“Within a few months,” it continues, 
‘we hear with profound §oerrow and 
regret that all must be changed. To 
emphasize the viciousness of the situa- 
tion, and accusation, we learn that it 
is said, as though by authority, that 
it is expected that any of the pension- 
ers so summarily suspended or dropped 
will be enabled to prove that they are 
entitled to the pensions of which they 
have been deprived, thus saying, in no 
uncertain voice, that the burden is not 
upon the party alleging fraud, but 
that the government, which they have 
preserved, shall brand with infamy by 
the charge, and, after the stigma has 
been effected, then concede to them 
whose barriers and support of character 
have thus been undermined, the piti- 
ful privilege of moving for a new trial 
upon the ground of newly-discovered 
evidence.

“We insist that, when the change is 
made, they must and should be limited 
in their operationg to the future work 
of the office, and not to the past. We 
demand that. there be no backward 
step in pension legislation or adminis- 
tration; that no pensioner be deprived 
of his property without due process of 
law; that the presumption be in favor 
of honesty and fair dealing; that the 
poor and lowly shall not be put to un- 
necessarily expensive or oppressive pro- 
cesses to preserve their meager pit- 
tances; that the» sacred» trust ‘in favor 


of those who have borne the battle 


be sacredly observed and administered, 
and we do now solemnly and deliber- 
ately declare that ev presumption 
should be made in favor of the records 
sv made; that no presumption of fraud 
shall be indulged in against them; that 
no change shall be made in the pensions 
so accarded until after charges have 
been made and evidence in support 
thereof produced, and of Which charge 
each pensioner has had full notice and 
opportunity to be heard. 

“Be it further resolved, that as the 
Commissioner of Pensions, by his re- 


ings which have been so generally 
condemned, has virtually acknowledged 
the incorrectness of Such rulings, we 
deem it his further duty to at once to 
restore to the rolls thousands of pen- 
sions ‘now standing illegully sus- 
pended.”’

FATAL BLUNDER. 


A Train-dispatcher Fails in His 
Orders. 


Twelve Killed and a Score injured—Three 
Trains on One Track—The Trainmen 
and Telegraph Operator 
Arrested. 


By Telegranvh to The Times. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 7.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) A blunder, made to- 
day in the office of the train dis- 
-patcher the Pennsylvania  Rail- 
road, resulted in the loss ‘of twelve 
lives and the injury of a score of 
people. 

The accident, which occurred near 
Colehour, only fourteen mlies from 
this city, appears to be the result of an 
inexcusable blunder. Two trains were 
scheduled to pass south on the single 
track between Colehour and Hammond, 
Ind. At the same time, a train was 
due north on the same track. Orders 
were given to the operator at Colehour 
for two of the trains, btu none for the 
third. The express train, which left 
this city about 8 @’clock was allowed to 
enter the single, track running at the 
arte of forty miles an hour., directly 
toward the milk train, which had been 
given the right-of-way in the opposite 
direction on the same track. 

The Panhandle express had proceed- 
ed but a short distance when a collis- 
ion occurred. The engine crews saved 
their lives by jumping before the two 
locomotives came together with a crash 
that wrecked them and drove the bag- 
guge-car of the Panhandle express com- 
pletely through the smoking-car behind 
it. In this car were about forty peo- 
ple, and in it the loss of life occurred.

DELTA (Colo.,) Sept. 7.—(By the7Age 
sociated Press.) The most daring rob 
bery ever consummated in this part 
of Colorado occurred here in broad 
daylight this morning. The object of 
attack was the Farmers’ and Mere 
chants’ Bank, and while the sum se 
cured was small, the robbery resulted 
in the death of three persons, the 
cashier of the bank and two of the 
highwaymen who made the attack. 
The robbery¥was planned on the lines 
of those that have been so success- _ 
ful in Kansas, where the Daltons se-. 
cured so much money last year. It is 
believed that the bandits, ff not mem- 
bers of that gang, have at least been 
identified in other robberies of @ 
similar nature. 

The bank opened for business ag 
usual at 10 o'clock this morning. At 
10:30 three mounted men rode up to the 
door of the bank, and, entering, 4uickly 
rushed up to A.’ F. Blachly, the 
cashier, presented guns and demanded 
what money he had. The cashier re- 
fused to give it up. The robbers then 
made a grab through the window, se- 
curing $500 and opened fire. The 
cashier fell, being instantly killed. The 
robbers then fired at H. H. Wolbert, 
assistant cashier, but missed him. 

The shooting attracted-the attention 
of the citizens, and Ray Simpson, a 
leading hardware merchant, and ‘dead 
shot,” ran for Ais Winchester and 
started for the alley in the rear of the 
bank, where the robbers had tied ther 
horses. The robbers had started out 
of town when Simpson got there, but 
he succeeded in killing two of them by 
shooting them through the head. The 
third shot killed one of the” robbers’ 
horses, and, together the man and 
animal fell to the ground. After kill- 
ing the two robbers, Simpson con- 
tinued after the third one, taking sev- 
eral shots at him, but without. effect. 

Simpson then returned to town, and 
getting together a posse, started at 
once in pursuit. The robber is thought 
to have _aboat a mile start, and is 
mounted on a fine forse, going in the 
direction of the mountains. If the out- 
law is acquainted with the country 
there is a chance for his escape, other- 
wise the posse will capture him dead 
or alive. In the latter case, he will une 
doubtedly be lynched on his return here. 
The two dead robbers were also well 
mounted; the horse that was not killed 
was caught by the citizens. There 
was $400 recovered from their persons, 
the escaping robber carrying away the 
other $100. 

The suspicion that the men im- 
plicated in the robbery are remnants 
of the famous Dalton gang seems to be 
general. They are not known here, 
and there identification has not been 
secured. Blachly, the dead cashier, wag 
an old resident of this place, and 
leaves a widow and a large family 
of young children, the oldest being 
probably 15 years of age. He and Mr. 
Baldwin owned the bank. 

The robbers were seen in town last ~ 
night, and they took supper and ‘break 
fast at the Central House, where thé 
edead men registered last night ag 
James D. Bradley and Clarence Brad- 
ley of: San Miguel, Colo.

(Deceased was born in New York 
city, August 3, 1808; graduated at Col- 
umbia College in 1827; studied law and 
was admitted to the bar in 1830. He 
was nominated by the Whigs for the 
State Assombly in 1834, but was de- 
feated. In 1842 he was elected to Con- 
gress from the Sixth District of New 


Lieutenant-Governor of the State, but 
was defeated, owing to the hostility of 
the Anti-Renters. His successful oppo- 
nent, a Democrat, resigning in the fol- 
lowing year, Mr. Fish was elected to 
his. place, and in 1848 was chosen Gov- 
ernor. In 1851 he elected 
United States Senator in place 
of Daniel Ss. Dickinson. He 
acted with the Republican party 
from its formation. At the ex- 
piration of his term, he went to Eu- 
rope, and, on his return, took an act- 
ive part. in the election of Abraham 
Lincoln. In 1862, in conjunction with 
Bishop Ames, he was appointed by Sec- 
retary Stanton a commissioner to visit 
the United States soldiers imprisoned 
at Richmond and _ elsewhere to pro- 
vide for their comfort. The result of 
the visits was an agreement with the 
Confederacy for an equal exchange of 
prisoners, which was carried out sub- 
Stantially to the end of the war. In 
1868, he assisted in the election of 
Gen. Grant, and was appointed Secre- 
tary of State by him in 1869, and was 
reappointed, serving to March 12, 1877. 

He introduced a system of examina- 
tions for applicants for consulates to 
test their knowledge of subjects con- 
nected with their duties. On February 
9, 1871, the President appointed him 
one of the commissioners on the part 
of the United States to negotiate the 
treaty of Washington, which was 
signed by him on May 8, 1871. He ef- 
fected a settlement of the long-stand- 
ing northwestern boundary dispute, 
giving the island of San Juan to the 
United Stktes, and successfully re- 
sisted an effort by Great Britain to 
change the~«terms of the extradition 
treaty by municipal legislation. In the 
settlement of the Alabama question 
he procured the acceptance of a doc- 
trine by the Geneva tribunal secur- 
ing the United States against claims 
for indirect damages arising out of Fe- 
nian raids or Cuban filibustering expe- 
ditio In November, 1873, he ne- 
gotiat with Admiral Polo, Spanish 
Minister at Washington, the settle- 
ment of the ‘“Virginius’’ question.

She Defeats the Vigilant in a Close Race 
Yesterday. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 7.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) The first of a series 
of trial races to determine which of the 
new American sloops is best fitted to 
compete with the English yacht Val- 
kyrie in the coming international 
races for the possesion of the Amer- 
ica’s cup was held today. The course 
was from Scotland lightship to and 
around a float fifteen miles to windward 
and return, finishing at the starting 
qgoint. The competing yachts were the 
Vigilant, Jubilee and Colonia, the Pil- 
grim having withdrawn from the race 
because of a broken gaff. The Colonia 
won the race with the Vigilant six 
seconds behind 

A twenty-mile breeze was blowing 
from the southeast as the yachts 
started, and the sea was moderately 
rough. Before starting, the Colonia 
had taken down her club top sail, and 
substituted one of the ordinary style. 
The Vigilant looked stumpy with her 
topmast down, but she traveled like a 
Tam O’Shanter five minutes after the 
start. The Jubilee swung slowly 
around and started back for New York 
like a crippled pigeon. She had broken 
her outer block of the gaff, and had 
withdrawn. This left the contest be- 
tween the two Herreshoff boats, and it 
was evident that the wind and weather 
were too much for the Boston sloop. 

The Vigilant and Colonia were now 
standing off on different tacks. Both 
were pointing almost in the eye of the 
wind, drawing it as fine as they knew 
how. Both boats sailed independently, 
and tacked when they liked, but the 
conditions were absolutely the same. 
All sailing craft were left far astern, 
except the pilot boat Gerry, which hung 
like a swift, hawk on the flank of the 
racers. Finally the race became a mo- 
notony of tacks, and it became appar- 
ent that the Vigilant had burrowed 
her way up\into the wind, leaving the 
Colonia a quarter of a mile astern. The 
sthk«-boat was ifinally aighted, and 
this was where the interest in the 
race reached its greatest height.

Florida and California. 

We referred recently to an intelligent 
and fair letter regarding California, 
which appeared in the Florida <Agri- 
culturist. In a recent issue of that 
publication there is a letter of another 
character on the same subject. The 
letter purports to be from a former, 
Floridian, recently residing in Califor- 
nia, whois anxious to return to the 
land of the alligator if he could sell out 
his property here. After referring to 
the depression in the orange industry 
at Riverside, he states that the days 
are warmer there than in Florida. 
This may be true, as far as the reading 
of the thermometer is concerned, but 
the correspondent omits to state how 
less endurable is a warm temperature 
in the moist climate of Florida, espe- 
cially when combined with the myriad 
insect pests which abound there. This 
correspondent says: 

“Shrewd Californfans have evidently 
used the money of the ‘tenderfoot,’ 
who paid from $390 to $1000 an acre 
for land to grow fruit on at a loss, to 
boom the State, and the process is still 
going on. The leading journals and 
magazines of the country are teeming | 
with advertisements of the glories of 
the Golden State, and the fortunes that 
are to be made in fruit-growing. 

“The great wealth of the Golden 
State is largely the hard-earned treas- 
ure poured into it from the Eastern 
and Middle States, and shrewdly used 
to gull more lambs to be shorn. At | 
present ‘Death Valley,” or some other 
California desert, is being sold out in 
‘fruit farms,’ by Northern land sharks, 
-who have taken advantage of the fe- 
ver engendered by advertisements of 
California railway companies and other 
parties in the better class of 
zines and religious journals. The vic- 
tims are frequently poor women who 
have saved a pittance for old age, and 
are caught in a worse than a Louisiana 
lottery. Occasionally the true inward- 
ness of the fortunes in California fruit 
and the glories of the California cli- 
mate leak out. 

“The same investments in Florida, if 
judiciously made, will bring better re- 
sults. The general testimony of re- 
turned Californians is that Florida pos- 
sesses a far better climate—more free 
from extremes of heat or cold, with 
seasonable rains the year round, but 
principally when needed—in midsum- 
mer.”’ 


It is not true that “tenderfeet’” have 
paid from $300 to $1000 an acre for land 
to grow fruit on at a loss. In the first 
place no such prices are paid here for 
bare land. The best deciduous fruit 
land can be purchased at $150 per acre, 
and the best citrus land at from $300 
to $400, both with an ample water sup- 
ply. ‘“‘Tenderfeet’’ are’ by no means 
the only investors at these prices. A 
large number of our citizens—men who 
have lived here all the way from ten 
to forty years—own fruit farms, and 
in an average year derive a large in- 
come from them. In more than one 
season during the past five years re- 
turns from deciduous fruit orchards 
in this county” have been far greater 

than the original cost of the land, 
planted to trees. There is no confi- 
derce game about fruit-growing in 
California. It is not a Louisiana lot- 
tery, but a safe investment and—year 
in ahd year out—one of the most profit- 
able investments that can be found in 
the United States. The present de- 
pression in the market will pass away, 
as will the depression in other branches 
of industry. It would be as reasonable 
to say that the raising of wheat, or 
barley, or hay, or the mining of silver 
was an unprfiiable business, be- 
cause all those articles just now sell 
in this’ section at less than the cost 

No fruit farms, or any other farms, 
are being offered for sale in Death Val- 
ley, or any other similar region of 
Southern California, where there is no 
possibility for a farm to exist. It is 
true that once in a while some swindler 
—who is almost always an Eastern 
man—endeavors to beguile people by 
selling them lots or tracts which 
either do not exist or are worthless, 
but the papers of this section are al- 
ways the first to jump on and expose 
the operations of such scoundrels. If 
people are foolish enough to buy land 
thousands of miles away, which they 
have never seen, through a man of 
whom they know nothing, they must. 
not complain if they are duped. South- 
ern California land owners do not 
operate in this manner. They know 
the value and possibilities of their 
property, and court the fullest investi- 
gation. As previously stated, a large 
proportion of the sales made are to 
our own ‘citizens, men who are thor- 
oughly acquainted with values, and 
who, in many cases, could have bought 
this same land, for which they are 
now paying from $100 to $400 and more, 
at less than 5 per cent. of thosgprices. 

As .to the ‘‘general testimony of re- 
turned Californians” that Florida pos- 
sesses a far better climate, that testi- 
mony may be set off by the opinion of 
hundreds of intelligent, creditable and 
trustworthy persons who have spent 
many years in both States. Of course, 
there are plenty’ of permanently dis- 
satisfied people, who are continually 
wandering from one place to another 
seeking in vain for Paradise, which is 
not to be found in this State any more 
than in Florida, but if the testimony 
of thousands of world-wide travelers 

$a worth anything, Southern California 
pproaches rather closer to Paradise 
any other portion of the foot- 
wtool, and is, anyway, three thousand 
miles nearer to that point than Florida.

Add to this the intense’ suffering 
which will result ~*hen the rigors of 
an Eastern winter set in. Coal and 
other fuel cost money, and money is 
not to be had when work stops. Where 
is the plenty that was to come if men 
would only vote for Democracy and 
Cleveland? 

Do you hear of it from the fireless 
hearths and empty cupboards of the 
men whose search for employment has

ment of any additional laws on the 
subject.. As to the income. tax, it is 


has been introduced, and would be 
specially repugnant to Americans. It 
would also undoubtedly lead to a vast 
amount of direct and implied perjury. 
Let the taxes be impartially assessed 
and their payment enforced without 
fear or favor. That is about all the re- 
form we need in this direction. 


Senator Peffer has introduced a bill 
to establish .a department of educa- 
tion. Education is certainly an impor- 
tant subject. But we ought not to 
stop here. The mind depends largely 
upon the body, and the condition of the 
body depends largely on the charat- 
ter of the food which is. consumed. 
It is said that the massacre of St. 
Bartholomew would never have oc- 
curred had not the French king been 
afflicted with habitual constipation. 
Probably he had a poor cook. Many 
crimes might be traced to dyspepsia. 
Why not, then, have a department of 
cookery, to teach people how to pre- 
pare their food properly? There 
would, of course, be subdivisions, 
such as the division of doughnuts. 
the division of pork and beans, etc., 
with experts at the head of each de- 
partment. This idea might be incor- 
porated in Senator Peffer’s bill as an 
amendment. |

Because there was no work for them, 
hundreds of idle men in Denver have 
become tramps, and because hundreds 
more, not tramps, were clamorous for 
work, the municipal authorities de- 
cided to go ahead with some public 
improvements, offering $1.40 a day as 
wages. Many jumped at the opportu- 
nity, and at once rolled up their sléeves 
and began swinging the pick and 
shovel. A gang of idle Italians, how- 
ever, were not satisfied with the price 
paid for the service, and demanded that 
the workmen quit, and because they re- 
fused, made a murderous. assault on 
them. Still the ships from Italy con- 
tinue to land their.loads of undesirable 
freicht, the Mafia members and breed- 
ers of bloody riots. 


A Jewish congregation in Chicago is 
feeding several thousand Gentiles every 
day. And yet there are foreigners com- 
ing to our shores with the un-American 
idea of stirring up a race war against 
our Jewish population. We have had 
enough of these attempts, and the 
whole world should understand that 
we know neither Jew nor Gentile, bond 
nor free, but only: that manhood that 
has the “right of life, liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness.”” A campaign 
against race as religious toleration will 
receive no encouragement in this coun- 
try. 


Details of a stupendous deal, backed 
by -the Standard ‘Oil Company, have 
just come to light.-It involves nine- 
tenths of the product of the Bessemer 
iron mines of this country and Cuba, 
and will be known as the Lake Supe- 
rior Consolidated Iron Mines.

Irrigation Bonds. 

LOS ANGELES, Sept. 7.—(To the 
Editor of The Times.) It seems very 
necessary that at the coming session 
of the Irrigation Congress, October 10- 
15, a united effort of all interested 
parties should be made to secure an 
early decision by the Supreme Court 
of the United States as to the con- 


Stitutionality of the Wright act and’ 


its amendments. We had in the State 
of California in January, 1893, thirty- 
eight irrigation districts, nineteen of 
which had voted bonds torthe amount 
of $12,000,000. This is about $600,000 to 
each district. The remaining districts, 
about thirty at the present time, have 
probably an average of $250,000 each, 
making a total of about $20,000,000; and 
while about one-half of this amount 
has been expended for water rights, 
etce., it is probable almost the entire 
amount is now awaiting purchasers. 
These bonds cannot be sold until in- 
vebtors are satisfied that the security 
is beyond question. Many of the dis- 
tricts have exchanged bonds for pipe, 
water, construction, etc., and have been 
unable to sell the remainder of ‘their 
issue for the necessary cash to com- 
plete the systems. ' 
The land owners in the districts in 
many cases are now being assessed for 
interest and expenses before having re- 
ceived any benefits, and unless the 
different systems can soon be com- 


pleted, they will be in a fair way to 
have their homes sold for taxes and 
assessments. It certainly . a duty 
which we cannot ignore, to ask the Su- 
preme Court of the United States to 
advance the case now before them on 
the calender and render an early de- 
cision. The case reférred to is the Mo- 
desto Irrigation District. This action 
was appealed from the Supreme Court 
of California, affirming the decision of 
the Superior Court, which upheld the 
‘constitutionality’ and valtdity of the 
bonds. The decision of the Supreme 
Court of the United States will dispose 
of all questions that can arise concern- 
ing these securities. It is said that un- 
less the case can be advanced that it 
will probably not be reached by the 
court before October, 1834. In the mean- 
time hundreds of homes will be lost. 

The decision, if favorable, of which 
we have no doubt, will at once open 
the way for the capitalist and investor, 
and will be the means of giving. em- 
ployment to thousands of idle men of 
all classes, as 90 per cent. of the value 
of the bonds will go to pay for labor in 
one form or another, : 

Of thirty-two districts that have 
voted bonds on almé@gt 3.000,000 acres of 
land, the average bond is under $6 
per acre. The value of the land before 
the boriding, it ts safe to say. was on 
an average $25 per acre, to which add 
the amount of bonds, which are being 
used to improve and enhance the prop- 
erty, and we have a total of $95,000,000 
value. The total bonds are but $20,- 
000,000, and if we add the increased 
value which always follows the joining 
of land and water,.it is seen that if 
the ,act is constitutional, no bond is 
more safe. Three different syndicates 
of foreign capital have been formed, 
and shares subscribed for to. the 
amount of several millions. of dollars 
to purchase such bonds, but they will 
make no move in the matter until the 
Supreme Court. passes on the act. We 
ought to know the, fate of the act at 
once, so that if it is held not constitu- 
tional, we can at the next session of 
our Legisleture amend or pass another 
that will hold both water and capital.

TECHNICAL VIOLATION 


James Ashman’s Dealings With 
the City. 


A Member of the School Board, but He Sup- 
plied the Street and Fire Depart- 
ments With Bran and 
Barley. 


It now looks as i? the office of mem- 
ber of the Board of Education now 
held by James Ashman must be de- 


clared vacant, that is, if the city 
charter is to be strictly enforced. 

Mr. Ashman is in ‘the milling 
business, and for -the past seven 


months, while he has been a member 
of the school board, has been supply- 
-ing the street and-fire - 
the city with a considerable portion of 
the barley and bran used for feeding 
the horses. The feed has been pur- 
chased by requisitions presented by 
the heads of those departments, and 
duly approved by the City Council. 
These requisitions were in due time 
each attached to a demand, and accord- 
ing to the usual custom, the demands 
were formally approved by the Council. 
After being approved « by the Mayor 
and the City Auditor they were pre- 
sented at the city treasury, where the 
money was collected on them. 

Several weeks ago bids for supplying 
barley and bran were advertised for, 
and Mr. Ashman ch 
lowest bidder. The Council instructed 
the City Attorney tospresent a con- 
tract with Mr. Ashm for furnish- 
ing the feed, but the @ity Auditor in- 
formed the attorney Bthat Mr. Ash- 
man was a member of the Board of 
Education, and therefore could not 
enter into a contract with the city. 
The City Attorney reported accord- 
ingly to the Council, and that body 
therefore did not entep into the con- 
tract with Mr. Ashman, Sealed 

At last Monday’s meeting of the 
Council, one of the deqands presented 
was by Mr. Ashman: for $17.55 for 
barley and bran. One of the mem- 
bers inquired if this Was not the Mr. 
Ashman of the Boar@ of Education, 
and asked for an explanation. 

Some other m-_imber (stated that the 
feed was purchased by requisition in- 
stead of by contract, , this explana- 
tion appearing to be gatisfactory, the 
demand was approved, together with 
ithe others. The same @emand was ap- 
proved by the Mayor, and is now in 
the hands of the City Auditor. 

While it appears that there was not 
even a suspicion of crookedness about 
this and similar purchases from Mr. 
Ashman by the heads of departments, 
yet there seems to be no doubt that 
this, as well as the other like trans- 
actions, was in direct violation of the 
city charter. 

The fact that an artic 
dise having at least. some value is 
turned over to the ssion of an- 
other. party with the understanding 
that at a later time some valuable con- 
sideration is to be feturned to the 
former party by the latteris considered, 
and, in fact, is by thé law recognized 
to be just as much a contract as if the 
agreement for the exchange of values 
were in the form of a_ written 
document. Hence, for.-Mr. Ashman to 
sell to the head of the street or fire 
department, which is fn reality to sell 
to the city, a quantity of feed, with the 
understanding that hé is in due time 
to receive payment for the same from 
the city, is, in the eyes of the law, as 
well as in fact, a contfact between Mr. 
Ashman and the city. , : 

Section 3 of the city charter, in 
enumerating the officers of the muni- 
cipality, gives as one of them, ‘‘One 
member of the Boartl of Education 
from each ward.”’ 

Section 18 of the oby 
*“‘No councilman or er city officer 
shall be interested directly or indi- 
rectly in any contraet: to which the 
city is a party, or made by any officer 
of the city inbehalf of the city. 

“Any violation of this section shall 
be a misdemeanor, and upon conviction 
thereof, besides the penalty that may 
be imposed by a court of competent 
jurisdiction, the Council shall declare 
the office vacant, and any person con- 
victed of a violation of this section 
shall be forever disqualified from hold- 
ing any office under this charter.” 

From the above-quoted sections of 
the city charter, it will be seen that 
Mr. Ashman, being a member of the 
school board, is a city officer. Having 
while a member of the Board of Edu- 
cation entered into a contract with the 
city, his case will come under the pro- 
visions of section 18 of the charter,, for 
the reason that his having entered 
into an implied contraet does not in the 
least alter the fact that the same was 
a contract. 

By another provision of section 18 of 
the charter, it will be seen that it now 
becomes the duty of the City Council 
to declare the office yacant. 

The appointment of a member of the 
board to fill the vacancy thus caused, 
will, according to another section of the 
charter, rest with the remaining mem- 
bers of thé Board of Education. 

Mr. Ashman was by a Times 
reporter yesterday. He stated that he 
had read the portion of the charter 
which provided that mo member of the 
school board shall be interested di- 
rectly or indirectly Im any contract 
entered into by the board. He had sup- 
posed that that covered the whole 
ground, and was not aware that he was 
in the least jeopardizing his position 
in entering into a g@ontract with the 
city outside of school matters, until the

hopping mad and make no attempt to 
conceal their feelings. They now vow 
vengeance against the other members 
of the Board of Equalization, espe- 
cially Mr. Hebbron, who was sharply 
led by Mr. Swan into voting as he did. 
Messrs. "Mooréhotise and Beamer de- 
clare openly that it was nothing but 
politics that actuated the majority of 
the board to refuse to raise the Los 
Angeles and San Francisco rolls. 

“I. honestly believe,”’ says Moore- 
house, “that the two cities should 
have been raised, and the other mem- 
bers think so, too, but they are 
afraid of their constituents, We have 
a wagon load of data up at the Capi- 
tol to prove that those two cities have 
been getting the best of the State 
fright along. I don’t believe in truck- 
ling to anybody. I am serving my 
third term in office, and I haven't lost 
anything so far by being square.” 

Mr. Hebbron, who is now the ob- 
ject o Chairmahi Mooreshouse’s wrath, 
said ,to the Examiner reporter to- 
night: ‘‘Los Angeles has raised ‘her 
roll. from the Assessor’s returns of 
1892 4% per cent. A raise of 8 per cent. 
would have made it a little over what 
the State board left it last year with 
12% per cent. raise. San Francisco re- 
duced her roll from the Assessor’s re- 
turns of 1892 nearly $4,000,000, and a 
raise of 20 per cent. would have made 
the valuation less than it was last 
year after a 20 per cent. raise. This 


Angeles, therefore I moved to make it 
1% per cent. I opposed the proposition 
to raise Los Angeles 10 per cent. and 
San Francisco 15 per cent. because it 
would only make it worse for Los An- 
geles and some of the other counties. 
To take 5 per cent. from $74,000,000, the 
Los Angeles roll, and 5 per cent. from 
$342,000,000, the San Francisco roll, 
would make it still more out of pro- 
portion. I would not submit to that 
kind of equalization. Twenty-one 
counties, most of them north of the

“As to the assertion that some o 
members voted as they did oe hen 
they were afraid of their constituents, 
I think likely it was true, as it was im- 
possible to carry a motion to raise a 
single county north of the bay. I have 
endeavored to do my duty to the State. 
If I have not been able to accomplish 
this I have done the next best thing. 
I never allowed’ politics or policy to 
warp my judgment or interfere what- 
ever in my duty to the State. With 
regard to being afraid of my constit- 
uents, my vote on previous occasions 
to raise the bcunties in my district,

er the courage to 
my convictions.”

tax rate at least 3 per cent., which in 
the long run Los Angeles would have 
received the benefit of. 

Chairman Mathews of the Ways and 
Means Committee of the last Assembly 
was at the Capitol today, where he had 
a long talk with Gov. Markham re- 
garding the State rate. 

To the Examiner correspondent, Mr. 
Mathews said: “It was impossible for 
the Legislature or the Governor to 
have kept within the 50-cent limit. 
The previous Legislature failed to pro- 
vide for the payment of $400,000 in de- 
ficiencies, which the Legislature of 1893 
was compelled to meet by making the 
necessary appropriations. The Legisla- 
ture of 1891 did this in order to keep 
within the 50-cent limit.’’ 

Mr. Mathews also said that the Tax 
Levy Bill was based on the valuations 
of 1892. It was thought that the valua- 
tions of 1893 would be about the same, 
if not more. As this did not turn out 
to be the case, a high tax rate is the 
result. Mr. Mathews believes that the 
tax rate next year will be much less, 
if not below 60 cents, for the reason 
that the State will have $1,000,000 less 
to raise next year. 


STATE NORMAL SCHOOL. 


Large Increase in the Number of Pupils— 
; Badly Crowded. 

Between one hundred and sixty and 
one hundred and seventy new students 
have been admitted at the Normal 
School, which opened Tuesday. Of this 
number 150 were received on diplomas 
and teachers’ certificates. Classeg are 
being organized as fast as possible, 
there being 178 in the junior class, 100 
in the. middle class and nine in the 
senior class, a total considerably above 
one hundred more than the building 
was constructed to accommodate. As 
the addition to the building, 80x180, will 
not be ready until next year, the only 
plan seems to be to take the crowded 
condition cheerfully and live in an- 
ticipation of more room in the future. 

These students give an average of 
over forty to the section, when thirty 
are all that should be accommodated; 
and this additional number is suffi- 
cient to occupy the full time of two ex- 
tra teachers. 

As an evidence of the crowded condi- 
tion which exists, in the junior class 
there are forty-four in rooms that are 
seated for but. thirty-five. For ,the 
scholastic work there are nine teach- 
ers, with several special instructors, 
but this faculty will necessarily have 
to be enlarged another year. 

It may be cited that while San Jose, 
with between four hundred and five 
hundred pops. has a fund of $45,000 
with wh to maintain its school, 
Los Angeles, with between thrae hun- 
dred and four hundred, has but $22,500,

WEATHER AND CROPS. 


The Regular Weekly Bulletin for Southern 
California. 

Following is the weather and crop 
bulletin of the Southern California 
Weather Service for the week ending 
September 4: 

The first part of the week was cooler 
than the seasonal averages, With damp, 
cloudy mornings; the latter part was 
clear with the temperature ranging 
considerably above the normals. Rain 
fell Saturday in the eastern districts, 
being quite heavy in some places in 
Riverside county. A severe thunder 
storm. occurred at Riverside, attended 
by hail. No damage was reported to 
drying fruit or grain from the rain. 


The fruit market continued without }: 


noticeable change; drying continues 
briskly, mostly by growers, on account 
of the low prices offered for fresh fruit. 

An exchange says that the report of 
the government statistician just re- 
ceived, shows good reasons for expect- 
ing that prices for products shall im- 
prove. This is especially the case with 
fruit. The tables show but a single 
item in one of the smallest States 
where the production is equal to the 
average. If the total of the dried and 
canned fruit is as greatly below the 
normal yield as the government report 
indicates, then when there is a restora- 
tion of confidence and money begins to 


ment in demand and prices. Detailed 
reports follow: 

Santa ‘Barbara: Bean 
commenced harvesting their crops. 
Prune-drying is going on, but there is 
no market yet for the crop. Walnuts 
are beginning to ripen. ea 

San Luis Obispo: The mornings were 
cloudy and the days warm. Bean pull- 
ers are in demand; the crop is good. 
Grain is very low. 

Ventura county —Bardsdale: Fruit- 
drying continues. Twenty dollars of- 
fered for fresh prunes. A heavy thun- 
der shower passed east of here on the 
2d: we had a trace of rain. Covina: 
The first few days of the» week were 
cool, with foggy mornings, the remain- 
ing days were warm and sultry, with 
rain in the mountains. Fruit-drying 
rr Prunes are turning out 
well. 

San Bernardino county —Ontario: The 
shower which was general in this sec- 
tion on Saturday, did not reach here; 
merely a sprinkle fell. Work has well 
begun on gathering the prune crop, 
which is heavy, and of a fine quality. 
Most growers will dry, as but $20 is of- 
fered for the fresh fruit. Chino: A 
trace of rain fell Saturday evening. 
Fifteen thousand tons of sugar-beets 
have been, harvested, averaging 14 to 15 
per cent. sugar. The weather has been 
favorable for ripening beets on account 
of the absence of fogs. Redlands: The 
rain of Friday night did but little, if 
any damage in this vicinity. Fruit- 
drying is brisk, and a heavy crop will 
he cured: more than was anticipated. 
The honey wield is unusually large. 
Grapes are very prolific. 

Riverside county —Riverside: Grapes 
are ripening quite fast, and in some of 
the vineyards in the lower part of the 
valley, will be ripe enough for picking 


Threshing continues in the valley, and 
the crops will not ajl be harvested for 
two.or three weeks. The sheep men 
shipped two carloads of wool from 
Alessandro last week. Winchester: 
Our commodious warehouses are full, 
and but little of our large crop is stored 
away. Hemet: The roller mill is now 
turning out a superior quality of fam- 
ily flour. Large quantities of barley 
are rolled here and shipped to points in 
Arizona principally. Peaches and nec- 
tarines are plentiful, and are mostly 
being dried. Elsinore: Threshing con- 
tinues. - Apricots have been sold at 7% 
to 8 cents a pound.

SOME SOUND LAW. 

In an opinion § received yesterday 
from the Supreme Court by Deputy 
Clerk Sesnon, ordered that judg- 
ment in the case of Charles Town- 
send, respondent, vs. J. S. Briggs, ap- 
pellant, be reversed, and that a new 
trial be granted. 

The action was to wecover damages 
for personal injuries caused by an al- 
leged wrongful and malicious assault 
made by defendant upon the person 


of plaintiff. The jury rendered a ver- |’ 


dict of $9000 damages for plaintiff. 

It seems that Bri , Who is 60 years 
old, in bad@ health and subject to 
hemorrhages of t lungs, was in part- 
nership with a n named Leach, in 
the manufacture of certain machinery 
for pitting fruit. One day Townsend, 


of age, and-—weighs-} 


170 pounds, came into the shop of 
Briggs & Leach, in Ventura, and be- 
gan to meddle violently with some ma- 
chinery. It is alleged that Townsend 
was “fighting drunk’ at the time. 
Briggs, who was in a rear room, came 
out, attracted by the noise, and or- 
dered Townsend, in a peremptory man- 
ner, “‘to Jet the machines alone,” and 
to leave the premises. Townsend did 
mot leave, and a wrangle ensued. 
Briggs finally picked up a mallet and 
struck Townsend on the head. Town- 
send was staggered by the blow, and, 
it is supposed, slipped on some fruit 
pits or skins on the floor and fell on 
the knife of one of the machines. He 
brought suit in the Ventura Superior 
Court, and a jury awarded him $9000 
damages. 
The Supreme Court, tn reviewing the 
course of the lower court, plainly 
intimates that it erred in admitting 
certain testimony and rejecting other 
evidence. The higher court repeats the 
well-known axiom that ‘every man’s 
house is his castle,’’ and he is allowed 
to use reasonable force to protect him- 
self and his property. It was shown 
that Briggs was, physically, much in- 
ferior in strength to Townsend, and 
his using a mallet was in the nature 
of supplying this deficiency. The judg- 
ment of the lower court is therefore 
reversed, and a new trial ordered. 
HE GETS TWO YEARS,

PASADENA. 


Death of One of the City’s Dis- 
tinguished Citizens. 


An Officer Attempts to Arrest a Dummy-- 
Facts on the Paving Matter— 
Personal Notes and 
Brevities. 


Thursday's Times contained a brief 
announcement of the death of Col. 
Presley C. Baker, which occurred at 
his residence, on South Orange Grove 
avenue, carly Wednesday evening. The 
deceased was in the 56th year of his 
age. Death resulted from Bright's dis- 
ease, from which he had long. been a 


sufferer. His illness, however, had not 
confined him to the house many 
weeks, and the news of his death was 


a sad shock to his many friends. 

Col. Baker first (came to Pasadena 
nearly a decade of years ago, and has 
since resided: here the greater part of 
the timié: He Was a native of Ken- 
tucky. During the war he served 
with distinction, at the head of a 
regiment from that State, and it is 
believed that the hardships endured 
during his connection with the army 
had much to do with undermining his 
health. He later removed to Galves- 
ton, Tex., where he soon sprung into 
prominence as an attorney of note. In 
the practice of his profession he at- 
tained eminent distinction, and was 
widely known among the legal frater- 
nity throughout the East. 

Col. Baker came to Pasadena for the 
benefit of his. health. During his resi- 
dence here he engaged in no active 
business. He became the possessor of 
one of the most desirable residence 
sites in town, where was completed, 
during the past year, one of the 
handsomest homes in the State. In 
his sudden taking off, Pasadena loses 
one of her most distinguished citi- 
zens. A man of exceptional intellectual 
wend social attainments, a scholar and 
a gmentleman withal, he commanded the 

spect and esteem of all with whom 

e came in contact. Possessed of am- 
ple means, he enabled to sur- 
round himself with such home com- 
forts. and-luxuries as. his tastes dic- 
tated, and it was at his home that he 
spent much of his time. There he 
found his chief enjoyment, and yet 
his sonp-what retired mode of life 
did not prevent him being person- 
ally known to the majority of Pasa- 
dena people, who found naught in him 
but to 
“Col. Baker is survived by his widow, 
to whom the sincere sympathy of the 
community goes out in this hour of 
affliction. Funeral services will be 
held at his late residence at 10 o'clock 
Saturday morning. The interment will 
be made at I o'clock Saturday after- 
nocn, at Rosedale cemetery, Los An- 
geles.

SAN BERNARDINO. 


Authorities After the Dives and 
Disreputable Houses. 


Arrest of Three Chinamen at Redlands— 
**‘Smoothy’’ Livermore Given a 
Long Term in the 

County Jail. 


The lives of the keepers of houses of 
prostitution in San Bernardino do not 
lie in such smooth lines as at one 
time. Their liberties are being cur- 
tailed in many ways, and the moral 
sentiment of the city is turning against 
them at a rapid rate. Their establish- 
ments are now confined within re- 
stricted limits in one quarter of the 
city, and their demonstrations may now 
be made only at the risk of coming 
into the clutches of the law. But their 
shameless business is yet conducted in 
all too open a manner, though the num- 
ber of those who are indifferent to or 
uphold them in their calling is cer- 
tainly becoming less, Still other re- 
Sstrictions are being drawn about them, 
the first move in this direction being 
made on Thursday, when five of the 
proprietresses of houses of ill-fame 
were arrested for selling liquor without 
a license. The officers have: been at 
work upon this line for quite a while, 
and have now accumulated a lot of 
evidence. Feeling certain of a convic- 
tiony the ~whole batch was pulled on 
Thursday, and released on bail of $50 
each, to appear today at 10 o’clock for 
trial. It was a great surprise to them 
to be brought up on such a charge. 
Selling poor beer at $1 a bottle is one 
of the chief sources of revenue en- 
joyed by these women, and if it should 
be cut off by the law, or they be com- 
pelled to pay a retail liquor license, 
they will feel the reduction in their 
income, 

AFIER THE DIVES. 

At the session of the county super- 
visors on Wednesday, another impor- 
tant step in: county legislation was 
taken, in preparing an ordinance for 
the furtherance of temperance. The 
object of the ordinance*is to do away 
with the dives and low restaurant 
business, such as furnish a couple a 
crackers and a piece of cheese, calling 
it a meal in order to sell a bottle of 
beer or some other liquors. The pro- 
posed ordinance will restrict the priv- 
ilege of furnishing liquors’ to guests 
with meals to hotels having no less 
than thirty rooms, and will apply to 
ill the county. One of the greatest

has been these dives and so-called res- 
taurants, selling vile liquors, and which 
it is the aim of the board to eradicate 
by enacting and securing the enforce- 
ment of this ordinance. 4

Dastardly Attempt at Rape by a Drunken 
Brute. 

There is considerable excitement in 
this city over the dastardly attempt to 
rape the five-year-old daughter of J. H. 
Moore, a highly-respectable citizen of 
Pomona. The deed was attempted by 
a big, burly brute, who gives his name 
as James Patterson. The officers 
tracked him on Wednesday afternoon 
from the place where he threw the lit- 
tle child down and attempted to rape 
her, to the winery of Nicholas Ferry, 
where he was arrested. On Wednes- 
day morning he was taken into court, 
and the following facts were brought 
out: 

out 9 o’clock Patterson started out 
from the winery, where he had been 
stopping for two days, telling Ferry he 
was going out to see some women. He 
was under the influence of liquor. He 
first went to the house of Mr. Bower- 
master, on West Holt avenue. Miss 
Anna Bowermaster, a young lady 16 
years of age, came to the door. He 
said something about work, and then 
pulled bottle of wine from his pocket, 
asking her to take a drink with him. 
At the same time he grabbed her hand, 
but the young lady pulled away and 
shut the door in his face. He then 
went to the house of Mrs. L. Manza- 
nares, on Hamilton avenue, near Holt. 
The lady is in a delicate condition, and 
scarcely able to walk; but this did not 
keep the brute from making indecent 
proposals to her. Not only this, but 
he tried to get two little Spanish girls 
to accompany him away from the 
house. The lady picked up a pistol 
and attempted to shoot the wretch, but 
he ran away. He then met little Pansy 
Moore going toward her father’s house, 
and, according to the statements of the 
child, he begged her to go with him be- 
hind some high weeds. as he had some- 
thing ntce for her. The next known‘ is, 
that the child came running home, her 
face and head bruised and bleeding, 
her underclothes torn, and her clothes 
covered with dust and mud. A visit 
was made to the spot indicated by the 
child, and the weeds were found 
mashed, and there were evidences of a 
struggle. The. child said the man 
choked her,@4and explained what he 
tried to do. An examination showed 
that he did not succeed in his vile pur- 
pose. The tracks of the child and man 
were plainly discernible, and the 
father and grandfather of the child 
testified to the tracks being those of 
the child and a man. 

The testimony of all the parties is 
straightforward and bears the impress 
of truth, the evidence of Miss Anna 
Bowermaster and the Spanish lady be- 
ing the strongest in the lot. 

Patterson would make no statement 
beyond the information that he was in- 
nocent. City Attorney W. A. Bell con- 
sented to conduct the prosecution, in 
the absence of the District Attorney. 
F.. O. Slanker and J. W. Lorbeer made 
the arrest, having tracked Patterson 
from Mr. Bowermaster’s to where he 
was arrested. He was held to angwer 
in the sum of $2000, and will be taken 
to Los Angeles this morning.

small outlay, one may procure well- 
cooked meats, gravies, vegetables of 
all sorts, bread and rolls, fruit and 
desserts, which can be carried away, or, 
in most cases, eaten at tables in the 
store. Here one frequently finds pure 
milk and cream, and now and then 
Coffee, ‘“‘such as mother made.’’ Some 
of the delicatessen achievements are 
works of high art, and the tiny in- 
dividual pies, shining loaves of bread 
and cooky cupids are sufficient to lure 
some men into matrimony for the ex- 
quisite pleasure of carrying home 
ithose dainty creations and spreading 
them on a table for two, instead of 
sitting on a high stool before a 
luncheon counter and swallowing in- 
‘diseriminate viands hastily. 


If. you are a woman in search of lodg- 
“ings It. depends entirely op your land- 
lady whether you. care for your own 


room or have it taken care of for 
you. If she has seen better days, and 
is keeping lodgers merely for com- 
pany, and the pleasure she derives 
, from it—usually at a sum in compensa- 
- tion not less than $15 a month for a 
furnished room in summer and $25 in 
‘winter—she is quite apt to remark, 
after you have said you would ac- 
commodate her and cast in your lot 
with hers: “Oh, by the way, I sup- 
pose you w’n’t mind taking care of 

our room yourself. I will hang the 

owels on the doorknob, and when 
you want to use a carpet sweeper or 
a dust brush you will find them in the 
closet at the end of the hall. I have 
never had any one object, and it is 
easy to see that you are a lady.”’ This 
js depressing, especially if you are not 
used to such things; but you hate to 
‘be the only one to rebel, and that tip 
of flattery is sweet. We are all sus- 


ceptible. 

**Rooms?” said a thin, faded, care- 
worn woman, far out on ‘a’ suburban 
road, where ‘‘to let’’ in a window would 
have looked out of place, only that 
nearly every other window bore the 
Bame sign. “‘Want to be quiet, don’t 
ou, poor thing!

Well, now, I/ve just the 
room you want. Come right in. Chil- 
dren?

On one occasion I was surprised by 

e woman of the house, a modest lit- 
tle body, asking me in a frightened 
tone before she would open the screen 
door,.if I had a canary. She put the 
question in a sort of awed whisper, and 
J answered, subdued by her impressive- 
ness until I could hardly speak: ‘‘No 
ma’am.” She smiled and grew cor- 
dial; and then she explained to me that 
once she had a boarder who had a 
canary, and its mistress bathed it 
regularly every day in the bath-tub.

“I’m tired of coming 
to the door; if you’ve got children, I 
ain’t going to have them running up 
and down my stairs, falling and break- 
ing their necks and me having to pay 


for them, when folks who've got chil- | 


dren have got to take care of them, 
and not be coming onto me for their 
bones and splinters, and me always 
saying I don’t take children, and I 
‘won pave 
an far as the. gate, when 
denly the irate keeper of the house 
bolted outside the door and cried, 
‘changing her tone: “Oh, you ain't the 
one I thought you was; you ain’t that 
woman. Come in and l['ll have my 
daughter come down and play for you, 
and I’ve got just the room you want, 
and I’m awful sorry——’’ 
I assurred her that I was “awful 
sorry,’ too, and J managed to get out 
of the gate and escape, thanking my 
stars that I had no immediate prospect 
of having to come ante that woman 
for anybody’s ‘“‘bones and splinters.” 
After that it was refreshing to meet 
in my rounds a dainty little person 
who had just gone to light housekeep- 
jug in apartments, and she invited me 
up to see them. I have not found a

two rooms with the south sun and no 
furniture, paying $15 & month for their 
use. She had draped a bit of soft lace 
at the windows, made a sitting-room 
with a dull carpet, a rocking chair, a 
broad-armed chair, an ottoman, a big 
cushion, @ bamboo table, a reading 
table with a pretty spread, and dishes 
_of fruit, flowers, books and bric-a-brac 
scattered about. There was,*too, a 
small.corner hidden by a screen, where 
a tiny coal-oil stove and some cooking 
things were suggestive..to those who 
looked behind. It was a room in which 
to be happy, and it all cost less than 
$60, and the furnishing was hers. That 
same day I called upon an ‘acquaint- 
ance in a $40 suite (without board,) and 
it was difficult to say which apart-; 
ments I would have chosen. 

People talk /of dull times, but in 
every directiod in Los Angeles houses 
are filling, and the great army of 
winter tourists is yet to arrive. It is 
a question where all the newcomers 
are to be housed, by the time that 
every westbound train comes loaded. 

Of the eight’ flats now in process of" 
erection on Seventh street and South 
Broadway, which cannot at the best 
be completed until very nearly No- 
vember, seven are engaged. These, 
ranging from five to seven rooms each, 
rent at $30 and $35 per month, accord- 
ing to floor and location. Of the six- 
teen colonial flats, on Broadway and 
Eighth street, which can hardly be 
ready for occupancy before the same 
date, and which number six to eight 
rooms each, renting for from $40 to 
$60 per month, eleven are already ap- 
plied for. Large and small boarding- 
houses are many of them being en- 
larged to accommodate a pressing de- 
mand made even this early in the 
season, and hotels are looking forward 
to a patronage that is unprecedented. 
These are significant signs of the 
times. 

Yesterday one of the foremost deal- 
ers in real estate stated, in answer to 
inquiry, that two-thirds of the rooms 
in the best lodging-houses have been 
full all summer. He claims that if he 
had this morning ten desirable six to 
seven-room houses, he could rent every 
one of them almost as fast as he could 
jake the names down. The only way 

which he can solve the question of 
where all the tourists are to find com- 
fortable places, is that they will have 
to bring along the money, buy land 
and build their houses. Land is rea- 


sonable now, locations are choice, there 
was never a better time to build and 
tq set to work the unemployed. He 
recalls that four years ago tourist 
travel stopped largely at the Raymond, 
visited Coronado and went straight by 
to Santa Barbara. Now the great tide 
of winter migration will head directly 
for Los Angeles. 

Another business man whose finger 
is closely on the: pulse of real estate 
says that if he had thirty houses 
within four blocks -of his office in the 
heart of the city, he could rent them 
all at a good price before the day is 
over. There is not a day passes that 
he has not from two to ten callers for 
houses for immediate family living.

Thevery fact 
of the generality of this demand proves 
under existing circumstances conclu- 
sively that the remedy asked for is the 
right one.

by a certain act their confidence will

THE CHINESE SITUATION. 


No Change in the General Situation—Talk of 
a Boycott. 

There was nothing new in the Chi- 
nese situation yesterday. Judge Ross 
has instructed Dist.-Atty. Denis to is- 
sue no more complaints until after 
Monday, and nothing will be done until 
thattime. Marshal Gard will take the 
five Chinese sentenced to deportation 
North tomorrow. 

The condition of Chinatown last 
night was as quiet, if not more so, than 
the night before. The performfance at 
the theater drew a good house, and the 
interest in the play was kept up till 
midnight. 

There were numeyous rumors floating 
around as to what had happened or 
what would happen. 

One story was to the effect. thata 
largely attended meeting had been held 
in which it had been decided that no 
Chinaman should peddle vegetables or 
run any laundry wagons today, the idea 
being to impress the ‘‘Melican’’ men as 
to the necessity of having John with 
them. This report, however, could not 
be confirmed. 

It was also reported, and rather more 
authentically, too, that on the night be- 
fore some white men who had posed as 
United States deputy marshals had ap- 
proached several Chinamen, and on 
threat of arrest extorted money. Three 
Mongolians were reported to have been 
‘“aeld up’? in this way on Los Angeles 
street. 

At midnight last night there were 
scarcely a dozen of the Celestials to be 
seen on the street, and such a quiet as 
bad not been known at that hour for 
years prevailed all through Chinatown. 

The following Associated Press dis- 
patch was received last night: 

“WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.—Repre- 
rentative Geary this morning held a 
conference at the Department of Jus- 
tice with Atty.-Gen. Olney and Assist- 
ant Secretary of the Treasury Hamlin. 

- Geary declares that he was in- 
formed that his law would be inforced; 


that is, that the money on hand, esti- ' 


preducts. Thus far the usual tests of 
the condition of business show a mark- 
ed decline in comparison with last 
year. In railroad earnings thus far re- 
ported for August the decrease is 14.7 
per cent., though some of the more 
important roads report less decrease 
than of late. Payments through the 
principal clearing-houses outside New 
York for the week past have been 3i 
per cent. smaller than for the week 
last year. But these returns, like the 
earnings of railways, reflect in the 
main conditions which existed the week 
before, and with reviving confidence 
better reports should presently appear. 

A most satisfactory indication is that 
failures are greatly diminishing in im- 
portance and somewhat in number. 
The number reported during the week 
ending September 2, in the United 
States, is 356 against 148 for the same 
week last year, and in Canada, twenty- 
nine against twenty-eight last year. 
But of firms failing in the United 
States only ten were employing capital 
exceeding $100,000 each, and only sixty- 
two others exceeding $5000 each. Inthe 
Eastern States the failures numbered 
149 in the Western 142, in the South- 
ern 65, showing improvements in each 
section. 

Of the entire failures those of banks 
number only three, all in the State of 
ilinois. On the contrary, the resump- 
tion of suspended banks steadily con- 
tinues.. Fourteen have resumed during 
the past week, and five others are re- 
pcrted as preparing to resume. 

Altogether, there is little doubt that 
business is slowly getting back to its 
normal condition. This process of re- 
covery may not be as swift as could 
be wished for, but it is gratifying,
